PI 8,01 School district standards. (1) PURPOSE. To assure that the chil-
dren of Wiscensin will have available an educational program meeting
statutory standards and pursuant to s, 121.02, Stats., each school dis-
trict board shall meet all of the school district standards set forth in sub.
(2). A school district board may request approval from the state superin-
tendent to comply in an alternative manner with any of the school dis-
triet standards as specified in sub. (3). .

(2) SCHOOL DISTRICT STANDARDS. (a) Licensure.

1. Bach school distriet board shall certify annually that every teacher,
supervisor, administrator, and other professional staff member has been
issued a valid certificate, Hicense or permit by the department for the po-
sition for which hefshe is employed before entering on duties for such
position and that a copy of the valid certificate, license, or permit is on
file in the district.

2. a. Each school district board shall ensure that all instructional staff
of charter schools located in the school district hold a department issned
license or permit to teach at the level and in the subject of their assign-
ments or a charter school instructiona! staff license or permit issued
under s, PI 3,03 (10).

b, The district administrator or designated official of the employing
school district may request a charter school instructional staff license or
permit be issued as specified under s. PI 3.03 (10) to an instructional staff
member to work in a charter school in an assignment outside of his or her
department issued license or permit.

(b) Staff development, Each school district board shall annually estab-
lish a professional staff development plan designed to meet the needs of
individuals or curriculum areas in each school. The plan shall be devel-
oped with the cooperative efforts of licensed support staff, instructional
staff, and administrative staff.

(¢) Remedial reading. 1. In this paragraph “state minimum perform-
ance standard’’ means the state minimum performance standard on the
test administered under s, 121,02 (1) (r), Stats.

2. Each school distriet shall identify, diagnose, serve and monitor each
pupil in reading in grades kindergarten through fourth if either of the
following apply:
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&, The pupil fails to meet district grade level objectives in reading as
identified in curriculum plans developed under s, 121,02 (1) (k), Stats,

b. The pupil fails to score ahove the state minimum perfermance stan-
dard and a teacher in the school district and the pupil’s parent or guard-
ian agree that the pupil’s test performance accurately reflects the pupil’s
reading ability; or a teacher in the school distriet determines, based on
other objective evidence of the pupil’s reading comprehension, that the
pupil’s test performance accurately reflects the pupil's reading ability.

3. Identification and diagnosis of reading deficiencies shall be directed
or performed by the district reading specialist required under s, 118.015,
Stats., or by licensed personnel who have earned at least 6 semester cred-
its in courses dealing with the measurement of reading skills and achieve-
ment or the diagnosis of reading difficuities, Children with identified and
diagnosed reading deficiencies shall receive instruction and services di-
rected toward the removal of the deficiencies. The instruction and ser-
vices shall be coordinated with all other reading instruction. Monitoring
of pupil progress shall oceur on a regular basis and include parental
invalvement.

4. If fewer than 80% of the pupils score above the state minimum per-
formance standards, either in the district or in any individual school in
Fhﬁ digtrict, the district shall develop a written plan which includes the
ollowing:

a. A description of how the district will provide remedial reading
services,

b. A description of how the district intends to evaluate the effective-
ness of efforts to remove reading deficiencies.

¢. An assessment of the school district or individual school's reading
prograr.

5. The department shall provide upon request technical assistance to
districts required to develop a plan to provide remedial reading services.

{4} Kindergarien. Each school district shall operate a kindergarten
program in which all 5 year old children of the district may be enrolled.
The teachers shall be Hcensed by the department to teach kindergarten.
Physical facilities, equipment and materials shall be provided for a pro-
gram which includes opportunities for learning basie concepts and skills
in language arts, fine arts, social studies, seience, mathematics, health
and physical education.

(e) Guidance and counseling services. Each school distriet board shall
provide & program of guidance and counseling services for all pupils,
which meets all of the following requirements:

1. The school district shall maintain a school board approved plan for
the provision of a program of guidance and counseling services.

2, The program shall be developmentally based and available to every
pupil in every grade of the school district.

3. The program shall be:
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a. Systematically planned by licensed school counselors in collabora-
tion with other Hcensed pupil services staff, teachers, parents and com-
munity health and human service professionals.

b. Provided by licensed school counselors in cellaboration with other
licensed pupil services stafi, teachers, parents and community health and
human service professionals,

4, The program shall provide developmentally appropriate educa-
tional, vocational, career, personal and social information to assist pupils
in problem solving and in making decisions,

b, The program shall include pupil appraisal, post-secondary planning,
referral, research and pupil follow-up activities.

(f) Days and hours of instruction, 1, Each school district board shall
schedule at least 180 school days annually. A maximum of 5 days may be
counted to meet this requirement if they are used for parent conferences
or if school is closed by the school district administrator because of in-
clement weather, School days are further defined in s, 115.01 (10), Stats.
The 180 days requirement may be reduced for any days during which the
state superintendent determines that school is not held or educational
standards are not maintained as the result of a strike by school district
employes.

2. Each school distriet board shall annually schedule and hold at least
437 hours of direct pupil instruction in kindergarten, at least 1,050 hours
of direet pupil instruction in grades 1 through 6, and at least 1,137 hours
of direct pupil instruction in grades 7 through 12. The school hours are
computed as the period from the start to the close of each pupil’s daily
instructional schedule. Scheduled hours under this subdivision include
recess and time for pupils to transfer hetween classes but do not include
the lunch period. No more than 30 minutes per day may be counted for
recess. In computing the minimum number of instructional hours under
this subdivision, days and parts of days on which parent and teacher
conferences are held, staff development or inservice programs are held,
schools are closed for inclement weather, or when classes are not held
may not be counted.

(g) Emergency nuising services. Each school distriet board shall pro-
vide emergency nursing services under a written policy adopted and im-
plemented by the school district board which meets all of the following
requirements.

1. The emergency nursing policies shall be developed by a professional
nurse or nurses registered in Wisconsin in cooperation with other school
district personnel and representatives from community health agencies
and services as may be designated by the board.

2. Policies for emergency nursing services shall ineclude protoeols for
dealing with pupil accidental injury, iliness and administration of medi-
cation at all school sponsored activities including but not limited to cur-
ricular, co-curricular and extra-curricular activities and a method to re-
cord each incident of service provided.

3. Arrangements shall be made with a licensed physician to serve as
medical advisor for the emergency nursing service.
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4. The emergency nursing services shall be available during the regular
school day and during all school sponsored activities of pupils.

5. Pupil emergency information cards, equipment, supplies and space
for thpblemergency nursing services shall be appropriate and readily
accessible,

6. A review and evaluation by the school board shall be made of the
emergency nursing services program at least annually.

(h) Library media services. Each school distriet board shall:

1. Have on file a written, long-range plan for library services develop-
ment which has been formulated by teachers, library and audiovisual
personnel and administrators, and approved by the school district board.

2. Designate a licensed library media person to direct and coordinate
the district’s library media program,

3. Provide library facilities within the school building and make avail-
able to all pupils a eurrent, balanced collection of books, basic reference
materials, texts, periodicals, and audiovisual materials which depicts in
an accurate and unbiased way the cultural diversity and pluralistic na-
ture of American society.

4. Provide library media services to all pupils as follows: to pupils in
grades kindergarten through 6, library media services which are per-
formed by or under the direction of licensed library and audiovisual per-
sonnel; and to pupils in grades 7 through 12, library media services which
are performed by licensed library and audiovisual personnel.

(i) Safe and healthful facilities. A long-range plan shall be developed,
adopted, and recorded by the school board which defines the patterns
and schedule for maintaining the district operated facilities at the level
of the standards established for safe and healthful facilities. The school
board shall comply with all regulations, state codes, and orders of -the
department of industry, labor and human relations and the department
of healith and sccial services and all applicable local safety and health
codes and regulations. The facilities shall be inspected at least annually
for potential or demonstrated hazards to safety and health, and hazard-
ous conditions shall be corrected, compensating devices installed or spe-
cial arrangements made to provide for safe and healthful facilities. Main-
tenance procedures and custodial services shall be conducted in such a
manner that the safety and health of persons using the facilities are pro-
tected. Responstbility for coordinating all activities related to the safety
and health considerations of the facilities for the entire district shall be
assigned to one individual.

(j) Health, physical education, art and music, The school district board
?hﬁn provide instruction in health, physical education, art and music as
oliows:

1. Health instruetion shall be provided in accordance with a written
comprehensive health education curriculum which includes the eurrien-
lar areas defined in ss. 116.35 and 118.01 (2), Stats. A professional staff
member shall be designated as coordinator of health education. Health
edueation in grades kindergarten threugh 6 shall he under the direction
of a licensed health teacher. In grades 7 through 12 health education
shall be conducted by or under the direction of a licensed health teacher
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and shall include one struetured course in health taught by a licensed
health teacher.

2. Physical education instruction shall be provided in accordance with
a developmental, sequential, comprehensive physical education eurricu-
lum and program of instruction for all pupils. Instruction in grades kin-
dergarten through 6 shall be provided at least 3 times weekly, except
that days on which special activities are conducted may be exempt; and
shall be conducted by or under the direction of a licensed physical educa-
tion teacher, Pupils in grade 6 may be scheduled in accordance with the
criteria for scheduling grades 7 through 12 if the pupils are attending a
school that includes any of those grades, All pupils in grades 7 through 12
shall participate in the instructional program of physical education
taught by a licensed physical education teacher, except that in senior
high schools one year or the equivalent may be optional to pupils,

3. Art instruction shall be provided in accordance with a written com-
prehensive art curriculum which is based upon concepts developed
through sensory awareness, aesthetic discrimination and skill develop-
ment in the ereation of art and the knowledge of human art heritage. Art
instruction shall be provided for all pupils in grades kindergarten
through 6 and shall be performed by or under the direction of a licensed
art teacher, Art instruction shall be available to all pupils in grades 7
through 12 and shall be taught by a licensed art teacher,

4. Musie instruction shall be provided in accordance with a written
comprehensive music curriculum including developmental experiences
involving singing, playing instruments, listening, movement, creative
expression and musie reading. Music instruction shall be provided for all
pupils in grades kindergarten through 6 and shall be performed by or
under the direction of a licensed music teacher. Music instruetion includ-
ing general musie, vocal music and instrumental music shall be available
to all pupils in grades 7 through 12 and shall be taught by a licensed

{k) Curriculum plan. 1, In this paragraph:

5. The school distriet curriculum plan shall be consistent with the ap-
proved edueation for employment program under ch. PI 26.

6. The school distriet board shall develop sequential eurriculum plans
in at least 3 of the subject areas specified in subd. 2 by September 1, 1988;
in at least 8 more of the subject areas specified in subd. 2 by September 1,
1989; and in all of the remaining subject areas specified in subd. 2 by
September 1, 1990, The computer lteracy and environmental education
curriculum plans shall be developed as follows:

a. Computer lifteracy objectives and activities shall be integrated into
the kindergarten through grade 12 sequential curriculum plans.

b. Environmental education objectives and activities shall be inte-
grated into the kindergarten through grade 12 sequential eunrrieulum
p(}ians, with the greatest emphasisin art, health, science and social studies
education.

; I(l 1) Instruction. Bach school district board shall provide instruction as
ollows:

1. In grades kindergarten through 4, regular instruction shall he pro-
vided in reading, language arts, social studies, mathematics, science,
health, physical education, art and musie, In this subdivision, “regular
instruction’ means instruction each week for the entire school term in
sufficient frequeney and length to achieve the objectives and allocation of
instruetional time identified in the eurriculum plans developed and
adopted under par. (k).

Note: Appendix A to this chapter contains the department’s recommendations for mini-
mum allocations of instruction for grades kindergarten through grade 6.

2. In grades kindergarten through 8, include instruction in the social
studies curriculum in the history, culture and tribal sovereignty of the
federally recognized American Indian tribes and bands located in the
state in at least 2 grade levels and in at least one grade level in grades 9
through 12 beginning September 1, 1991,

{0) Performance disclosure reports. Each school district board shall an-
nually distribute the performance disclosure report under s, 115,38 (2),
Sﬁats. The school district board may include additional information in
the report.

(p) High school graduation slandards. 1. Each school district board
shall comply with 5. 118.38, Stats., and ch. PI 18, relating to high school
graduation standards,

{q) Personnel evaluation. 1. Each school district board shall establish
specific criteria and a systematic procedure to measure the performance
of licensed school personnel. The written evaluation shall be based on a
board adopted position description, including job related activities, and
shall include observation of the individual's performance as part of the
evaluation data. Evaluation of licensed school personnel shall oeeur dur-
ing the first year of employment and at least every third year therealter,
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2. The school distriet board shall ensure that evaluations, including
those for purposes of discipline, job retention or promotion, shall be per-
formed by persons who have the training, knowledge and skills necessary
to evaluate professional school personnel. The school district board shall
be responsible for the evaluation of the school district administrator
under this subdivision.

2. Bach school district board shall establish a plan and designate a
person to coordinate the gifted and talented program. Gifted and tal-
ented students shall be identified as required in s, 118.35 (1), Stats, This
identification shall include multiple criteria that are appropriate for the
category of gifted including intelligence, achievement, leadership, crea-
tivity, product evaluations, and nominations, A pupil may be identified
as gifted or talented in one or more of the categories under s, 118.35 (1),
Stats.

PI 8.02 Compliance audits, (1) The department shall annually conduct
a general on-site audit of at least 10% of all school districts, as required
under s. 121.02 (2), Stats., selected by means of a stratified random sam-
ple. In this section, “selected by means of a stratified random sample”
means that distriets will be grouped according to enroliment and a repre-
sentative number will be selected randomly from each group.

superintendent shall audit each school distriet at least once every 10
years but may not audit a school distriet more than once every 6 years,
Nothing in this section prohibits the state superintendent from con-
dueting an inquiry into compliance with the standards upon receipt of a
complaint.

(2) The department shall notify the school district board at least 90
days prior to beginning the on-site audit,

(3} The department shall provide a report to the school district board
in writing within 60 days of the end of the on-site visit. If the report
indicates that the district is not in compliance with s. 121.02 (1), Stats.,
or s.

(2) The department shall matl notice of the hearing to the interested
parties or their representatives and to representative media in the geo-
graphical area of the school district at least 10 days before the public
hearing. The notice shall include the time and place of the hearing, and a
deadline for submitting written statements.

(3) At the public hearing, all interested persons or their representa-
tives shall be given an opportunity to present facts, opinions or argu-
ments relatwe to the allegation of noncompliance in the report under s.
PI18.02(3)orinthe petltxon of the electors unders, 121,02 (3), Stats. The
hearing officer may administer oaths or affirmations to those Jpersons in-
terested in giving testimony, and may question persons giving testi-
mony. The hearing officer may limit the length of oral presentations at
his or her discretion and may continue or postpone the hearing to such
time as he or she deems appropriate. The department shall keep minutes
or a taped record of the hearing.

{4) Any interested person may present written statements of facts,
opinions or arguments on the issue of the hearing to the state superinten-
dent, whether or not the person presented oral testimony. The state su-
perintendent or hearing officer shall set a reasonable deadline for the sub-
mission of any written statements.

(5) After the public hearing and not later than 90 days after the dead-
line for submission of written statements, the state superintendent shall
1ssueda \:;ntten decision on whether the dlstrlct is in compliance with the
standards.

{6) If the state superintendent finds the school district board is not in
compliance with the standards, the state superintendent may develop

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with the school distriet board a plan for compliance which specifies a time
period, not to exceed 90 days, in which compliance must be achieved.

- Prior to the expiration of the time period, a school district board may

submit a written request to the state superintendent for an extension of
the time period. The request shall set forth the extenuating or mitigating
circumstances that support granting the request and a date by which
compliance will be achieved. The state superintendent may grant one
extension of the time period, not to exceed one year. The state superin-
tendent shall withhold up to 25% of state ald from any school district
which faiis to achieve compliance within the specified period, as required
under 8. 121,02 (3), Stats.
